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Now Is Time To 
Plant Fall Gardens 


HOW’S your fall garden 

coming along? It’s mighty 

important that you have 

a good one as better nu- 

trition and food habits, in- 
cluding a much greater use of 
vegetables, are more necessary 
now than ever. 

All over the state folks are 
finding that with just a little cost 
and work they can have plenty 
of fresh vegetables in the fall as 
well as in the spring. For this 
reason and because of the impor- 
tance of fresh vegetables in a 
health program there are likely 
to be more fall gardens in Ala- 
bama this year than ever before. 

Many of the most healthful 
vegetables including turnip 
greens, collards, cabbage and 
kale can be grown under field 
conditions and do not need to be 
stored or preserved. They can 
be cut in the field .as needed. 
Other vegetables that can be 
planted along in September and 
are more suitable to the garden 
include beets, carrots, lettuce, 
English peas, tendergreens, mus- 
tard, bush beans, radishes, onions 
(perennial), and kohl-rabi. 

The first step in planting your 
fall garden will be proper prepa- 
ration of the land. Itis a distinct 
advantage if the garden has been 
kept free of weeds so far this 
year so that no turning will be 
necessary in preparing the land 
for planting. By disturbing the 
soil much of the needed moisture 
is lost. 

Probably one of the best sug- 
gestions agricultural leaders can 
offer at this time is: “Plant your 
fall garden today, not tomorrow.” 
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F all the gifts of nature, none 

is more indispensable to man 
than soil. Along with sunlight, 
air and water, soil nourishes all 
plant life and supports all animal 
and human life. Without it, this 
planet of ours would be as bar- 
ren as the moon.

Hay Shed Built For $1.35 Provides 
Storage Space For Four Tons 


Land We Abandoned 
Can Be Made To Pay 


HOUSANDS of acres of land 

lying idle and abandoned in 
Southern states can be turned in- 
to profitable hay fields and pas- 
tures by the use of kudzu and 
sericea, R. Y. Bailey, regional Soil 
Conservation Service agronomist, 
recently stated. Both are peren- 
nial legumes; both grow well un- 
der unfavorable conditions and 
both are profitable hay and graz- 
ing crops. Little known until re- 
cent years, they promise to be- 
come an important source of in- 
come to Southern farmers, Bailey 
believes. 

The South, he concluded, now 
has the smallest acreage of crop- 
land per capita of any important 
farming region in the country and 
as a consequence Southern farm- 
ers are often required to use land 
which in other areas might be con- 
sidered too poor or too steep for 
farming. These lands erode rapid- 
ly under cultivation and produce 
low crop yields. The logical use 
for these lands then is a good 
forage crop which will yield abun- 
dantly, protect the soil, require in- 
frequent plowing, and survive dry 
spells. Kudzu and sericea meet 
these requirements successfully. 


Poor Soil— 
Poor Diet 


HAT there is a direct connec- 

tion between nutrition and 
conservation is revealed by AAA 
Administrator, R. M. Evans, who 
pointed out that impoverished 
soil cannot produce good food. 

Just as surely as poor soil 
makes poor people, poor soil 
makes poor diets. “We can’t go 
on squandering our soil, wasting 
its subsistence as in the past, if 
we should have a well nourished 
people in the future,” he declares.

two-horse farmer with plen- 

ty of determination looked 
at his big hay crop and then view- 
ed with a great deal of anxiety 
his barn which could not hold the 
hay in prospect, even were it 
baled. Undaunted, Monroe Gar- 
rett went to work. Result: A hay 
shed which served his purpose 
constructed for $1.85 cash outlay. 

Mr. Garrett of Jefferson Coun- 
ty placed four tons of loose hay 
in this improvised structure. He 
will handle the hay only one 
time, moving it from the field in- 
to the barn. There will be no 
costs for baling or loss of labor in 
moving the feed again. Waste 
due to handling will be eliminat- 
ed. 

Mr. Garrett has arranged the 
shed so that he is able to place 
boards around the sides by which 
he controls the feeding of the 
stock. The shed has a wood floor 
and is placed on skids so that it 
can be moved any place on the 
farm desired. 

J. B. Wilson, Extension agri- 
cultural engineer, who recently 
viewed this structure, said that 
with the increasing hay and live- 
stock in Alabama such a shed 
should fit well into the farm plan. 
He pointed out that there was no 
justification for baling hay ex- 
cept where it was to be sold on 
the market. The barn Mr. Gar- 
rett built would reduce baling 
and handling costs; such a shed 
can be constructed cheaper than 
hay can be baled. Capacity could 
range anywhere from 4 to 50 
tons. 

“Such a barn as erected by Mr. 
Garrett should be considered by 
all small farmers who have hay 
to store. Larger operators need- 
ing additional space and not 
wanting to build an expensive 
cattle barn should study the pos- 
sibility of a cheap type of con- 
struction for hay storage,” said 
Wilson. He added that plans 
for hay barns could be secured 
from county agents.

Rushing Work 
At Army Camp 


(Ozark Stet, Aug. 28) 

The planning survey of the 
Ozark Triangular Division Train- 
ing Camp is progressing on sched- 
ule. Work has been stepped up 
with the addition of engineers to 
the staff of J, B. Sirrine & Co., 
contractors for the survey, 

Mechanical and electrical engi- 
neers were added to the staff of 
the contractors this week and it 
is stated that fourteen surveying 
parties are in the area and that 
despite the severe hot weather 
work is progressing on schedule. 
Approximately 125 people are em- 
ployed here by Sirrine. 

Appraisers are at work in the 
area to be acquired and it is un- 
derstood that work will be com- 
pieted in the near future, 

The survey of housing facilities 
has been completed and all data 
forwarded to the proper authori- 
ties in Washington, A total of 
6,178 people can be cared for in 
the Ozark area. The housing fa- 
cilities are not adequate to care 
for the people who would be em- 
ployed in the construction of the 
camp if and when the govern- 
ment deems it necessary to na- 
tional defense to build the camp. 

No official announcement has 
been made by the War Depart- 
ment concerning actual construc- 
tion.

and that the Camp will be built 
cn the reservation if the armed 
lorces are increased.

bring to the hearts of our pupils 
some of these divinely revealed 
truths which the world, in its mad 
rush today, so easily and tragically 
puts aside."’ 

The portion of Revelation, chapter 
seven, which is before us comes 
immediately after a section dealing 
with Israel. The Church is not men- 


A look 
tioned. The ones spoken of have 
come out of ‘the great tribulation" 
(as the Revised Version rightly 
translates it) and are evidently Gen- 
tiles who have come to believe in 
Christ during that time of unparal- 
leled tribulation described in later 


chapters of this book. 


Our lesson therefore deals with a 
specific time and a certain people 
in connection with an event yet to 
take place. But we find in this pas- 
sage the description of the experi- 
ences of those who, like Christians 
of our day, triumphed through their 
saving faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. We may therefore here learn 
something of the future blessedness 
of the redeemed. 

I. Saved Forever and Ever (vv. 
9-12), 

Salvation is a reality, and we are 
never going to be more certain of 
it than when we, like this multitude, 
stand in God’s presence to praise 
Him for what He has done in our 
lives. It is real, Praise God! 


Notice that there was an unnum- 
bered multitude from all nations. 
The good tidings at the time of 
Christ’s birth were for all people 
(Luke 2:10), and some from all na- 
tions respond. Note too that the 
hosts of the Lord are greater than 
we might at first suppose. 


These redeemed ones had imme- 
diate access to God's throne, offer- 
ing their praise direct. They were 
clad in the white robes of God’s own 
purity and bore in their hands the} 
palms of victory. They, with the 
angels, the elders (possibly repre- 
senting the Church already caught 
up into heaven), and the living crea- 
tures (not ‘‘beasts’’ as in A.V. They 
are divine beings of highest charac- 
ter), ascribed a seven-fold praise to 
God ‘‘forever and, ever. Amen.” It 
is a glorious picture of completed 
redemption. 

Il. Serving Day and Night (vv. 
13-15a). 

It should be observed that even 
those who came through the great 
tribulation did not look to their own 
deeds or faithfulness to save them, 
Their white robes of righteousness 
were washed. in “the blood of the 
Lamb” (v. 14). 

Now that they had reached eter- 
nity through peril, toil and pain, 
they would (according to many 
folks’ idea of heaven) sit down for an 
eternal.rest and retirement. Not at 
all—they found their joy in serving 
their blessed Lord ‘‘night and day’’; 
that is, without any weakness or 
exhaustion, without any failures or 
defeat. 

Wil. Satisfied Throughout Eternity 
(vv. 15b-17). 

To be covered by the ‘‘tabernacle”’ 
of God (whatever it may mean) 
surely betokens the perfect and con- 
stant protection of His own pres- 
ence, Everything destructive and 
disturbing will be gone. There will 
be no lack of any good thing needed 
to satisfy every desire. There will 
be no thirst unquenched and mo hun- 
ger unsatisfied (see similar descrip- 
tive passage in Rev. 21:3, 4). 

The redeemed are said to be un- 
der the tender care of the Good 
Shepherd Himself; the Lamb (our 
Redeemer) who is in the midst of 
God's throne shall lead them, not 
beside ‘‘the still waters’ of the 
Twenty-third Psalm, but ‘“‘unto liv- 
ing fountains of water.’’ Thus in 
the beauty of figurative speech, we 
are assured that God’s provision for 
His children, the redeemed in Christ 
Jesus, will perfectly satisfy every 
need of soul and spirit. There is 
no such satisfaction this side of eter- 
nity, but we shall find it there. 


Then too, there is to be no sor- 
row. God Himself is the guarantee 
that there shall be nothing in that 
blessed land to cause anyone to shed 
a tear. Think what that means! 
Think of the weeping of boys and 
girls, men and women, who in this 
world of hatred, sin and suffering, 
shed bitter tears of pain or sorrow. 
Well, it were almost enough to know 
that heaven is a place where there 
shall be no tears. 

Remember that the promises of 
joyous completed redemption for 
these, the Gentile believers of the 
great tribulation, will be for all 
God's children, for us who believe 
in Christ. Reader, will you not join! 
us today if you are still an unbe- 
liever? Take Christ now as your 
Saviour.

COTTON STAMPS INCREASING 
SALE OF COTTON MATERIALS 

Retail sales of cotton goods 
over the State are moving up- 
ward as thousands of dollars in 
the form of cotton stamps are be- 
ing released in most of the sixty- 
seven county AAA offices. These 
stamps, earned by cooperators 
who planted under their 1941 cot- 
ton acreage allotments, are being 
spent for goods made entirely of 
cotton, 

Although there is no method of 
accurately estimating the amount 
of stamps issued, 111,221 inten- 
tion sheets were signed this year 
on Alabama farms. Each farmer 
who participates in the supple- 
mentary cotton program is eligi- 
ble to receive up to $25 in cotton 
stamps if he is a tenant, share- 
cropper or owner-operator of a 
single farm, and $50 if he is an 
operator of two or more farms 
or of farms with two or more 
tenants,

The Alabama Agricultural Con- 
servation Committee has request- 
ed the U. S, Department of Jus- 
tice to ascertain if there is in ex- 
istence a monopoly or improper 
collusion in the handling and dis- 
tribution of winter legume seed, 
which are important for soil build- 
ing in Alabama. Action came be- 
cause of undue delay in the arri- 
val of these seed from the West 
Coast producers, 

There are reports about advanc- 
ing prices and also scarcity. 
These, as viewed by the AAA com- 
mittee, are not in line with au- 
thentic information. Last year 
the system of distribution was 
highly satisfactory; now very few 
seed are available in Alabama, 

The State committee, composed 
of W. B. Crawley, L. S. Fluker, 
H. H. Whittle, J. M. Jones and 
P, O. Davis, instructed A. W. 
Jones, State AAA administrator, 
to transmit the action of the State 
committee to Washington.

500 Bonitiers 1 
Month Is Plan 


Plane Builders Form Pool 
To Speed Production 
Of War Craft. 


LOS ANGELES.—American air- 
plane builders are pooling their 
productive resources to give the 
United States and Britain an un- 
precedented fleet of long-range, 
four-engine heavy bombers. 

The aviation news committee of 
the Aeronautical Chamber of Com- 
merce of America reports that this 
co-operation would produce an esti- 
mated 500 bombers monthly in 1942, 
It based its figures on government 
records and forecasts. 

Col. John H, Jouett, president of 
the chamber, said these bombers, 
produced in sufficient numbers, suc- 
cessfully could convoy shipping from 
America to England. 

Producers Form Pool, 

Three Pacific coast manufactur- 
ers—Boeing of Seattle, Douglas of 
Santa Monica, Calif., and Vega of 
Burbank, Calif.—have agreed upon 
a co-operative program for produc- 
tion of Boeing's B-17E bombers, 
Each will produce completely as- 
sembled warplanes. Parts will be 
interchangeable. 

Consolidated Aircraft Corporation 
of San Diego and Douglas are build- 
ing two $22,000,000 plants, to build 
B-24 bombers. The plants are 
scheduled to begin operation by the 
end of 1941, Consolidated will op- 
erate at Fort Worth, Texas, and 
Douglas at Tulsa, Okla., in another 
co-operative program, Sub-assem- 
blies will be produced by the auto- 
motive industry. 

Output of these plants, the Aero- 
nautical chamber predicted, will in- 
crease production of heavy bombers 
to 200 planes per month. 

Total of 500 a Month, 

After the Boeing-Douglas-Vega co- 
operative begins production in 1942, 
the output should total 500 a month, 
the chamber added. 

The chamber stressed that these 
figures cover only the heavy bomb- 
ers and do not include other co- 
operatives for the production of 
medium bombers. Under the latter, 
fast ships of the Martin B-26 and 
North American B-25 type will be 
produced by the Glenn L. Martin 
company and North American Avia- 
tion, Inc., at government plants at 
Omaha, Neb., and Kansas City, 
Mo, Automobile manufacturers will 
supply sub-assemblies. 

To augment the program, Boeing 
plans immediate construction of a 
large addition on the No, 2 plant of 
its Stearman division at Wichita, 
Kan, Douglas’ new “blackout 
plant’’—a windowless building from 
which no light can escape—soon will 
be ready to manufacture B-17E 
bombers at Long Beach, Calif.

Demands for cericea and an- 
nual lespedeza seed of high qual- 


ity will probably be great next 

spring, announces J, C, Lowery, 

extension agronomist, Auburn, 
Quality seed can be produced 


more economically by weed con- 
trol than by depending on expen- 
sive machinery tlo clean the har- 
vested seed, Losses of from 80 
to 50 per cent of the seed may be 
expected in attempting to make 
& quality product out of a trashy, 
weedy crop, 

Seed should not be saved where 
lespedeza is badly infested with 
vodder as high quality seed do 
not contain dodder, Occasional 
spots of dodder may be pulled up 
by hand, mowed or burned with 
straw or a blow torch, 

Small bushes, briars and other 
shrubby vegetation in old stands 
of sericea should be grubbed out 
fo that a mower or combine may 
Le easily operated, “Be ready to 
mow or cut with a binder and 
thresh in case the combine is not 


available or the weather is un- 
favorable,” he advises. 
Save plenty of seed for you 


own use for an abundance of high 
quality home grown seed is the 
best insurance for having suffi- 
cient acreage to produce the hay 
needs for your own farm, advises 
Lowery. 
FALL HATCHED PULLETS 
BOOST EGG PRODUCTION 
An casy, inexpensive way to

quantity must be considered to

A large turn plow or middle- 
luster can be used to plow the 
potatoes from the ground, The 
potatoes should not remain in the 
field over night or lie in the hot 
sun more than 30 minutes, Brown 
says.

Remember What 
Was News In Elba 


If you can answer that ques- 
tion, no doubt you will be one of 
only a few citizens living here to- 
day, and then too, you would have 
an unusually good memory or you 
would be getting along in years, 

As this article is being writ- 
ten, we have before us an issue 
of The Clipper bearing the date 
of February 16, 1899. That has 
been more than forty-two years 
ago. The paper was just one year 
and thirty-six weeks old, and was 
edited and published by Messers 
A, R. Powell and M, S, Carmi- 
chael, both deceased, 

The paper is the property of 
Mrs, J. A, Thames, Elba Route 
1, and we borrowed it from Mr. 
H, W. Willis in order to give our 
readers a few of the items from 
its pages. The paper was mailed 
to Mr, Thames and his name writ- 
ten in a very legible hand still 
appears on the top margin. Mr, 
Thames filed the paper away and 
since his death members of the 
family found the paper while 
looking through a box where he 
kept papers and other things of 
value, It is the oldest edition of 
The Clipper we have seen in many 
years, since all our file papers 
were destroyed in the 1929 flood, 
We do have three other issues of 
The Clipper, one printed in 1901, 
a part of one printed in 1907 and 
another in 1916. We shall review 
these papers at a later date, 

Advertisements Listed 

The February 16, 1899, issue of 
The Clipper carried on first page 
a three-column advertisement for 
New York Racket Store, Elba, and 
Kennedy & Cody of Montgomery. 
Other local advertisers were: El- 
ba Improvement Company, by Lee 
McLendon, Mgr. . Boyett & 
Moseley, druggists ... B. F. Long 
& Son... A, E, Jolly & Son, Troy 
and Elba .

General News 

The biggest item in the general 
news of the paper was an unusu- 
ally cold wave that gripped the 
entire nation at that time. The 
temperature was below freezing 
in most parts of the country and 
three or four columns were given 
over to reports of snow storms 
and the resulting bad weather 
which caused death and destruc- 
ttion In fact, all the general 
news was devoted to the weather. 


Below Zero In Elba 

The following story gives a 
pretty good account of the situ- 
ation in Elba in these few lines: 
“Miss Annie Lee is the new 
weather observer for the U. S. 
weather bureau at Elba. She has 
self-registering thermometers, ba- 
rometers, rain gauges, etc., fur- 
nished by the bureau. Her self- 
registering thermometer  regis- 
tered four degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit scale, c: thirty-six de- 
grees below freezing point, Mon- 
day morning. The warmest tem- 
perature recorded Monday was 
sixteen degrees above zero. The 
cheap thermometers in Elba have 
all gone crazy this week. Some of 
them froze, others got sulky when 
the temperature got down close 
to zero and refused to budge. The 
temperature recorded by the gov- 
ernment thermometer is probably 
the lowest ever reached here.” 

Then in another place the edi- 
tor wrote: “It is not very easy to 
attempt to write bright editorials 
and news items with the ink 
freezing in the bottle and the 
thoughts in the editor’s cranium. 
- +... “A number of people have 
asked us if The Clipper would 
come out this week. The print 
will be bad and there will be lit- 
tle news except about the cold 
wave, and that won’t be news to 
those who have been forcibly re- 
minded that the weather is a lit-

The work of organization, done 
by the Nutrition Committee of 
the County Defense Council, is 
practically complete and will in- 
clude all women workers of the 
Extension Service, FSA and voca- 
cational home economics teach- 
ers in the county, 

The plan ineludes leadership 
schools in 17 centers, directed by 
these workers with meetings neld 
in each every other month, The 
six to ten women “students” at- 
tending agree to contact from six 
to ten of their neighbors who will 
pass the instruction on in an ever 
widening circle of uSefulness, 

Preceding the leadership schools 
a survey will be made in October 
by the community leaders con- 
cerning conditions in their terri- 
tories in regard to supply and use 
of various feeds, to be used as a 
basis of procedure. 

Questions in the survey will in- 
clude supply of milk, eggs, fresh, 
canned and dried vegetables and 
fruits, poultry, pork, beef, use of 
whole grain cereals, accessability 
of school age children to school 
lunchrooms, feeding of children 
under six years of age, efc. 

The planned schedule of lessons 
includes: November, meal plan- 
ning; December, ‘Vitamins and 
Health;” January, “Other Food 
Classes, Sources and Uses For 
Physical Benefit; February, 
“Weights and Measures In Food 
Preparation;"’ March, ‘Methods 
of Cooking;” April, “Food Buy- 
ing;” May, “Marketing Foods.”
